George VI came back to London 
for the last time today and three

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Rumbles At City Hall 


MUST BE CLEAR TO ALL STU- 

dents of civic affairs that Victoria's 
new mayor, Claude L. Harrison, is hos- 
tile to the ‘city manager plan. Whén, 
in six short weeks, events so move that 
the mayor and the city manager have 
lost communication, it is evident that 
civie government must suffer; and this 
is the concern of everybody. 


Mr. Harrison may not recall that the 
city manager system was endorsed in 
December, 1949, by a voting margin of 
6,738 to 1,692—a considerably wider 
margin than His Worship enjoyed in the 
recent civic election, After careful 
scrutiny on a Dominion-wide basis, Mr. 
Cecil Wyatt was chosen for the job, 
brought to Victoria from Kingston and 
installed with a three-year, contract. 


“ME Harrison fas not” the -power to 
fire the city manager; even if he did, it 
is unlikely that he would support such 
a suggestion, in view of the voters’ over- 
whelming endorsation of the project. 
But he can, obviously, make life ex- 
tremely difficult for Him. 


This the mayor seems bound to do 
There was the matter of a $250 expense 
outlay, resulting from a private trip east 
in which Mr, Wyatt took time off to ne- 
gotiate the sale of city bonds. Mr. Wyatt 
did not claim for this expense, but a fi- 
nance committee felt he should be reim- 
bursed for out-of-pocket charges, The 
mayor blocked it. 

Now there is the matter of $120 club 
dues, which the mayor also invoked in 
his unusual attack on the water commis- 
sioner. Again, Mr. W¥att did not claim 
for these dues; they were put in by a 
committee when the job was created, as 
is standard practise in posts calling for 
a fair number of business luncheons and 
private meetings. 

Now it appears that the mayor will 
use a 30-day “veto” privilege to cancel 
out a new system of calling for tenders 
Introduced by the city manager as a 


means of speeding up civic routine, it 
authorizes that official to call for ten- 
ders and open them in the presence ,of 
the purchasing agent and the department 
head concerned. Although this proce- 
dure was adopted, the mayor now says 
that it slipped through “by mistake” 
and that he will take extraordinary 
measures to have it revoked. 


It is apparent, therefore, that some- 
thing approaching a personal vendetta 
is being waged at City Hall—and on mat- 
ters which, to most broad-minded voters, 
will seem of a very petty and personal 
nature. ‘The question now becomes: 
what is the effect of all this on the 
city’s major business? 

That there is widespread disaffec- 
tion—some call it “chaos”—is no secret. 
The mayor's pre-election promise to pro- 
vide“a “new ‘broom’ Was Ralled 69 rfany, 
But when the new broom threatens to 
sweep out the good with the bad, its 
wisdom is open to question. 

Among those disaffected are several 
prominent aldermen. Why, they -ask, 
should loyal and conscientious civic serv 
ants be held up to personal ridicule and 
abuse on matters which make tongue 
clucking news stories but are, in reality, 
of minor importance in civic affairs? 
What kind of men will stand for office 
in future if’ they are to be subjected 
to niggling restraints and hampering 
road-blocks? 

When dissatisfaction reaches this 
level, it is safe to predict that it will 
fan\out through the entire system. No 
business can operate efficiently with 
such disharmony at the top. 

Victoria is a $6% million business. 
Let’s have a little less concern with $100 
items and a little more with vital af- 
fairs, such as: public works. And let's 
give the city manager a fair chance to 
discharge the important duties which 
were voted to him 15 months ago, free 
from interference of mean if not vin- 
dictive character. 


B.C. In Wall Street 


THEIR CREDIT IN THE EYES 
of American investors is encouraging, 
the provincial governments of Canada, 
British Columbia among them, are busily 
piling up debts in the United States. This 
simply means that im the immediate fu- 
ture the provincial taxpayers must pro- 
vide money to pay the interest on these 
borrowings and in the long run that 
Canada must find American dollars to 
pay off the principal. 


Before thé last war Canada was heavily 
in debt to its neighbor, through federal, 
provincial, municipal and corporate. bor- 
rowings in Wall Street. The wise policy 
of the federal government was to reduce 
this obligation’ as rapidly as: possibie; 2 
foreign debt being always a millstone 
around any nation’s neck. As a result 
of Canada’s gigantic economic growth it 
was possible to cut down our American 
indebtedness but now. it is mounting 
again. 


When the Canadian and United States 
governments allowed bond prices to drop 
and interest rates to rise early last year 
it became impossible temporarily for 
Canadian provinces and municipalities to 
borrow at all either in Canada or the 
United States. The financial markets 
feared another drop in bond prices and 
were unwilling to take risks. 


This jittery period soon passed and, 
much to the surprise of the Canadian 
government, some provinces like British 
Columbia were able to get large loans 
im Wall Street, though usually at high 
interest rates. British Columbia's last 
loan of $35,000,000 was floated’in two 


issues at interest rates of 3 and 3\4- per--} 


cent, but other provinces have since paid 
more. 


If British Columbia is to borrow 
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largely this year, as- seems tertain, it may 
have to pay a going rate substantially 
greater than that of the last loan. And 
as the Canadian market apparently is 
not receptive at the moment the borrow- 
ings doubtless will be in’ the United 
States again. 

All these 


loans are fairly easy to 


‘carry at the moment when provincial 


revenues are at an all-time high, when 
the Canadian dollar is at par and when 


the United States has huge amounts of ~ | 


capital to invest. 

Moreover, the borrowed American 
money moving into Canada provides this 
country with dollars at a time when it 
is running a largé overall trade deficit 
With the United States. 

But how long will the climate remain 
favorable? How long will the Americans 
be prepared to buy provincial and mvu- 
nicipal bonds at this rate, and if the tide 
of American money now flowing into 
Canada subsides what can we do about 
our trade deficit? Where shall we get 
the dollars we need? 

These are complex and in some re- 
spects incalculable problems but if no 
one can see entirely through them it 
cannot be doubted that the rush of the 
provinces to Wall Street is unfortunate 
and, if continued long, may pile up 
trouble for us later on. 

The plain fact is that the provinces, 
including British Columbia, are borrow- 
ing too much and spending too much 
altogether. Most of their expenditures 
on capital works of various sorts are 
inflationary as they bid up prices in 
competition with the private consumer. 
Everyone knows that government spend- 
ing is a major factor in infiation but 
hardly anyone in Canada from Ottawa 
to the smallest village is doing anything 
about it. 


Carrying Their Own Brand 


CURRENT UNITED STATES 
investigation into the Katyn Forest 
massacre may settle once and for all the 
responsibility for gne of history’s most 
terrible crimes. 

The gruesome evidence consists of a 
mass grave containing the bodies of 
10,000 Polish officers. Discovered while 
the war was still in progress, the blame 
was laid on the Nazis. It was believed 
that the Poles had been killed as prison- 
ers of the Germans. But later the -sus- 
picion grew that Russian captors had 
been responsible. 

Evidence now being heard, including 
the testimony of one Pole who claims 
he was an eye-witness of the murder of 
at least 200 of the victims, suggests that 
the second suspicion is the correct one. 
The belief is bolstered by the curious 
reluctance of the Russians to discuss 
the whereabouts of the Polish officers 
when General Anders was recruiting an 


More Cars, 


THE U.S. NATIONAL SAFETY COUN- 

cil, in a recent survey, estimated that 
37,500 persons died as a result of motor 
vehicle accidents in the United States last 
year. They represented the most common 
ea@use of death in a list of 93,000 fatal 
accidents. The increase in the. traffic 
toll, up 7 per cent over the preceding 
year, was attributed to the larger num- 
ber of cars on the road and the higher 
mileage covered by them. 


The. figures and the explanation are 
of particular significance in British 
Columbia. In 1951 a total of 24,000 more 
vehicles were licensed than in the pre- 
ceding year, the aggregate being 282,788. 
A substantial jump was also taken in 
the number of persons granted driving 
licenses, the figure for 1951 being 327,- 
456. * -

Apart from the enormity and brutal- 
ity of the crime, one fact particularly 
will have struck western readers of the 
reports.

The significant fact is that we know 
quite well, from countless other inci- 
dents, that either authoritarian regime 
would be capable of the crime. Thus 
are reputations established; thus are 
characters defined,

Greater Victoria, nevertheless, can 
expect a higher rate of risk this year as 
more and more cars come on the-road.

| HIS LATER years, which was wher 

I came to know him. personally, 
Harold Ickes would often be tited and 
depressed until he had incited himself 

to righteous indigna- 
tion at some new in- 
stance of corruption or 
cowardice. Then. he 
would be ageless, 
young again from the 
lust of battle, and the 
evening would be a 
success, At first I used 
to think that he was 
like an old fire horse 
who would waste away 

Lippmann and die unless at least 
once a day somebody rang the fire 
alarm. Once I said that to him just to 
see him rear up. 

But after a while I came to know 
better. It was true that a good quar- 
rel was ag necessary to him as food 
and drink. It was true that he was 
the. greatest living master of the art of 
quarreling, And like all men who have 
mastered an art, he was proud of it and 
liked to practise it, and to show it off. 
But it was not true, as he liked to pre- 
tend, that he was quarrelsome because 
he was bad-tempered. 


HE WAS a kind and generous and 

warm-hearted man. The Old Cur- 
mudgeon. business was a false front to 
protect him against its being generally 
“Tealized ‘how violently -virtuous;-how furi- 
ously righteous, how angrily unbigoted 
he was almost ali the time. He was 
aware, having lived long and truly, how 
boring virtue can be made to seem, how 
insufferable would be his high-minded- 
if it were servéd up neat. Thus 
he took pains to be righteous and in- 
teresting too,

“HEN I learned to appreciate the 
special quality of his honesty and 
of his couragé; I do not know how to 
begin to describe them except to say 
that he had a patrician’s sense, a pa- 
trician’s certainty that he was a pro- 
prietor in the nation’s estate, and that 
it belonged to him in essentially the 
same way as did his private estates A 
grafter was not a man who had swindled 
the great impersonal bureaucratic gov- 
ernment; a grafter was the contemptible 
dégenerate son who had swindled his 
father, The public property belonged to 
the people, of whom he was one, as his 
watch and his wallet belonged to him, 
and-no one could pick his pockets and 
walk away ‘unmolested. 

This is not a code of ethics which 
men observe because they must, because 
they may be investigated, because they 
may be put in prison, in so far as they 
cannot get away with something and 
around the code. His» was the noble 
way. where -virtue..is the man's own 
inner self. ° 


HERE courage is as natural as hon- 

esty, and they are in fact identical 
and inseparable. The reason why Harold 
Ickes was never afraid to say what he 
thought was that it would never have 
occurred to him that any man would 
dare question his patriotism, his loyalty, 
and his honor. Whose country was this 
if it was not Harold Ickes’ country? 
And who was the little faker who could 
dare to pretend that he was more loyal 
to and more concerned with this coun- 
try than was Harold Ickes—who owned 
it? 

No one ever daréd to take him on 
where his honor Was involved, It would 
have been like asking Winston Churchill 
whether he was in fact an Englishman 
and competent to judge what it was 
loyal and patriotic for an Englishman to 
be or to think. 4 

Thus Harold Ickes could fight well, 
being altogether. invulnerable within 
himself. 


iw 1S ALMOST unnecessary to add that 

though he spent his.life as a re 
former and a progressive and, in his 
own special version of it, as @ New 
Dealer, he was an unqualified American 
fundamentalist. To him all the things 
against which he fought, graft, monop- 
oly, \bigotry, were crimes and rebellions 
against the true American system. He 
did not’ think of himself, therefore, as 
engaged in making a new and different 
anti supposedly better world. His char- 
acter and his philosophy had become 
firm long before the modern planners 
and__collectivists..appeared, and for a 
while téok over the cause of refqarm and 
of progress and even liberalism. 

His great quarrels were to defend, 
to restore,\to recover property and 
rights that \ had always belonged to 
Americans. And I have no doubt that 
even when he seemed for a moment to 
be alone, he never felt that he wags alone. 
For he was perfectly sure, I believe, 
that in the battle he was one’ of the in 
visible hosts of the American dead and 
of the Americans who are not yet born.

struction business, and thus encroach on 
the work of legitimate private con- 
tractors who can do the work more eco- 
nomically, and at a saving to the tax- 
payers. We too, are taxpayers. 

Contrary to the statements of your 
correspondent re “high salaries of union 
officials,” as provineial president of the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters I receive no 
salary whatever. I earn my living work- 
ing with the tools of my honorable trade.

If it is decided that the hospitals 
must be maintained, would it not be a 
good plan to raise the sales tax to 4 per 
cent or even higher if absolutely neces- 
sary and abolish the so-called “pre- 
miums” altogether? 

But Jet this sales tax start only on 
purchases over one dollar. This would 
raise a present terrible burden on 
people on lower incomes and on our 
children's small but treasured purchases. 
Everybody would pay according to their 
purchases. and everybody may. require 
hospitalization equally, There could be 
no tax dodgers as there certainly are 
today. 

It would combat inflation by discour- 
aging unnecessary spending. Payroll de- 
ductions are very popular with the gov- 
ernmem and apparently employers, too, 
but in this case particularly they penal- 
ize the steady worker against the casual 
worker who flits about and cannot be 
traced. 

The sales tax, however unpopular, 
would save’ government’ employees and 
their not small salaries from runhing all 
qver the country trying to track down 
_the backsliders quite a number of whom 
must turn out to be deadbeats anyhow. 
It would save an immense amount of 
billing and mailing charges and we have 
it established. Why run two systems 
with the great duplication of expenses?

Meat To. Eat 


DOMESTIC RABBIT 


Recently I wrote a letter to the editor 
of the Daily Times on the subject of a 
substitute for horse meat. (Thus the 
domestic rabbit meat.) Little did I think 
that the letter would create such public 
interest to the average householder, as I 
have received. over 200 letters asking for 
information on rabbit raising for home 
consumption. .Although I have answered 
a considerable number of these letters, 
it has reached a point when I am com- 
pelled to ask the use of your columns to 
; ive the public the information they are 
seeking. 

As you no doubt are aware it is im- 
possible to state all the facts in this one 
writing but I will ‘give you some of the 
main points on raising of the domestic 
rabbit for food. 

The first step is to write to the 
poultry division of the Department of 
Agriculture, Parliament Bidgs., Victoria, 
B.C., asking our good friend Mr. Pope to 
send you a pamphiet on rabbit raising. 
(And by the way, it is all free.) 

Raising rabbits is a healthy hobby for 
the adult as well as the children. The 
average family can quite easily, at a low 
cost (approximately six cents per.pound) 
raise enough rabbit meat not only for 
the family need but will have a surplus 
that they may sell to the corner butcher 
as there is always a demand for good 
rabbit meat which contains a higher 
protein content than fowl and meats. 

Anyone can start with one or more 
rabbits. The mother rabbit will present 
you with five to 12 nice little bunnies, 
Please make note that 28 days after mat- 
ing, a nest box (apple box is good} should 
be placed in the hutch so the mother 
rabbit will build her nest. making use 
of the little straw that you must furnish 
with the nest box. 

About the 30-32nd day you will find 
five to 12 nice little creatures without 
fur and blind, neatly and comfortably 
packed in one corner of the apple box, all 
covered with wool from mommy rabbit. 
About the third to fourth day you will no- 
tice the babies are growing wool to keep 
their bodies warm. Also, About the ninth 
to 13th day their eyes will open, On the 
14th to 2ist day the babies will start 
jumping around the nest box and at 30 
days they will start nibbling foodstuff. 

When the baby rabbits are two to 
two-and one-half months old they are 
then ready for the table. Nice, juicy, 
nutritious meat, full of vitamins and the. 
cost to you is approximately 30 cents for 
a four-pound rabbit 

To produce good sound rabbits you 
must start off with a good breed of rab- 
bit such as the New Zealand white (my 
choice) that are bred from good stock. 
Two does and one buck will make a 
good start. A cage made of old lumber 
or packing cases. 30 inches deep, 24 
inches wide and 16 inches high. Also 
use three-quarter-mesh wire, for all floors. 

You. must feed your rabbit a good 
form of rabbit food or pellet four ounces 
2 day, lots of fresh water and a handful 
of greens two or three times a week. 

Rabbits can be housed outside. Lots 
of fresh air and sunshine is good for 
the bunnies. . 

The writer will gladly give personal 
advice to all interested people on the 
purchase of good stock, feeding, building 
of hutches, etc., free of charge.

They are taught to work at 
their jobs, go and come between 
work’ and home without any 
body’s help. 

Many of the members who are 
too old to work, strive to conquer 
new fields in their fight for re- 
habilitation. For instance, one 
elderly Victoria lady has learnt 
to read both English and French 
in Braille. 

TWO READING SYSTEMS 
“Two reading systems are 
taught within the club. One, the 
Braille system for more advanced 
persons, and the other, the Moon 
system, used mainly by young- 
sters because of its simplicity. 

Every Wednesday, the White 
Cane Club members gather at 
the Christ Church Memorial Hall 
to attend social and educational 
classes. Their social life consists 
of a drama club meeting every 
Wednesday afternoon, a bowling 
club at Gibson's Bowladrome on 
Mondays and weekly dancing and 
swimming classes 

The club’s top bowler, W. Mc- 
Cannell, rolls well over 400 for 
three five pin games. 

Out of the 92 club members, 
only 12 of them are totally blind. 
The other 80 have 10 per cent 
vision or less 

The Victoria White Cane Club 
operates. on a yearly budget of 
$600, which is supplied to them 
by the Community Chest through 
the Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind. All reading mate- 
Trial and canes are supplied by the 
C.N.LB 

The club comes under the B.C. 
General Divisional for 
the Blind, and are 
picked each year to attend the 
annual council meeting This 
year, the meeting is to be held in 
Victoria in April.
